The first priDted catalogue of the books contained in the War Depart- 
ment Library, was compiled by the writer, and issned in November, 1880. 
It was a small octavo volnme of 183 pages, arranged by << authors " and bnt 
107 copies were printed. This was followed by a more elaborate effort, 
comprising both an <^ anthors" and a <^ subjects ^ catalogue, in one quarto 
volume, published in July, 1882, which was supplemented by an appendix 
which appeared in May, 1884. 

The present (second) appendix contains a list of the works that have 
been added to the library since the last-named period and completes the 
catalogue to date. 

The arrangement of the titles herein, is, with very few exceptions, by 
^ authors," a ^' subjects ^ index not being deemed necessary by the compiler 
in view of the fact that there is now in course of preparation a complete 
card catalogue of the works contained in both the appendices, which cat- 
alogue will be available for consultation at the library. 

As will be seen by this appendix the number of books in the library has 
steadily increased during the past seven years, many valuable additions 
having been made to its collections, particularly those of history, biog- 
raphy, military science, and the literature pertaining to the war of the 
rebellion. 

The library is now permanently located in the west wing of the War De- 
partment building, in a room specially designed for its accommodation, 
having been moved thereto in the February of 1888, nearly nine years 
after its removal from the old War Department building in April, 1879. 

The titles given in this appendix represent very nearly five thousand 

three hundred volumes.
